How simple the remedy for the sin¬ 
ful and senseless Fourth of July 
slaughter which kills end malms from 
four to six thousand, mostly “small 
boys," yearly!

Doubtless the mother 
parents alone would soon end It If 
they could be led do look nt It In the 
right way and use the requisite reso¬ 
lution to begin with; but the fathers, 
teachers and preachers ought to help 
and it would be well for the over¬ 
burdened mothers to Insist on having 
their help. 

It may look like a huge task at first 
glance; but once make It a matter 
between the mother and her children 
and It Is greatly simplified. No sane 
mother would allow her babe to thrust 
Its hand into the blazing fire however 
much It might wish or cry to do so. 
She would seize the little outstretched 
hand with a gentle force. She would 
cover it with kisses and make the 
child understand how beautiful and 
precious it is, and In case of con¬ 
tinued struggle to handle the fire, she 
would put something else, prettier 
ami brighter into the rebellious hand 
—something that it could shake, rat¬ 
tle,-toss about and spend its growing 
energy upon without injury to Itself I 
or others. 

As the mother naturally treats the 
babe In her lap so will she manage if 
she is a wise mother, the child at her 
knee, or the so-called “small boy," 
who is absolutely aching to spend liiB 
super-abundant energies, in trying ex¬ 
periments on all sorts of things, some 
of which are not dangerous and de¬ 
moralizing and many of which are 
both. She should give him a full sup¬ 
ply of things that will teach him right 
and righteous lessons and rigidly dis¬ 
card those that teach wrong and im 
moral lessons and that are dangerous 
to handle, both for himself and others 
and the home which Is so dear to the 
family. To do this efficiently she 
must keep abreast with the so-called 
Improvements of the times. She must 
know that the old fashioned firecrack¬ 
er, the tiny pistol and torpedo with 
which children were permittee! to cel¬ 
ebrate when she was a child and 
which were chiefly Imported and used 
In small quantities are no longer the 
same. That the small Chinese fire¬ 
cracker has become a big cannon- 
cracker, the tiny pistol a full grown 
one, the harmless torpedo a danger¬ 
ous bomb-llke concern and that a box 
of noise-makers uh large as the boy 
wants is packed with enough dyna¬ 
mite to wreck the town! She must 
also know that the manufacture of 
these dangerous playthings has be¬ 
come an Important home Industry and 
that legions of devils called agents, 
are sent forth to all the northern cit¬ 
ies and villages however small, to sell 
or deposit these nefarious wares and 
tell Infamous lies nbout the perfect 
safety with which they can be used, 
even by “babes and sucklings."

The Xntlonnl Education Association, 
now bolding Its Forty-seventh Annual 
Convention In Denver, representing 
teachers and friends of education In 
every state of the 1’nlon, makes the 
following Declaration of Principles 
and of Alms: 

1. A free democracy cannot long 
continue without the assistance of a 
system of state-supported schools, mi¬ 
ni hi I sieved by the chosen agents of 
the people and responsible to the |>eo- 
ple for Up Ideals, its conduct, and its 
results. The commanding position of 
ihe American people is largely due 
to the general diffusion of knowledge 
and culture by its free schools. 

2. Our system of state-supported 
schools must Include elementary 
schools, secondary schools, school a 
for the training of teachers, and state 
universities. The changed conditions 
of the twentieth century also demand 
the establishment of free schools 
whose purpose shall be the training 
of our youth for commerce and the 
industries, as well ns for the profes¬ 
sions. 

3. The purpose of our system of 
free common schools must continue 
to be chiefly culture for the individu¬ 
al and the transmission to posterity of 
the results of investigations and de¬ 
liberations of the past. Our free 
schools must advance along the lines 
of educational democracy in the sense 
that they must provide equal educa¬ 
tional opportunities for all. Altho 
they must give practical preparation 
not only for the professions, but also 
for commercial life, the demands of 
any part of the business world that 
courses of study he subordinated >to 
particular interests is not in accord 
with the proper aims of a national sys¬ 
tem of common schools. 

4. A syslem of common schools 
that will meet the needs of the times 
must be democratic in its purpose and 
its administration; must recognize the 
Importance of expert supervision, of 
better and more numerous high 
schools, of better and more numerous 
schools for the training of teachers, 
of a merit system for the appointment 
and promotion of teachers; and it 
must exclude fraternities and secret 
organizations of every sort from the 
social life of the school. 

5. The common schools of our 
country must recognize more fully 
than ever the necessity of training 
our youth for citizenship. The per¬ 
petuation of democracy depends up¬ 
on the existence in the people of that 
hublt of will which is justice. Liberty 
under law is the process for attaining 
justice which has thus far been most 
successful among civilized men. The 
call to citizenship is a call to the ex¬ 
ercise of liberty under law, a call to 
the limitation of liberty by law, and a 
call to the pursuit of justice, not only 
for one's self but for others. 

(5. The National Education Associ¬ 
ation endorses the purpose of the 
American School Peace League. The 
Association believes that -the princi¬ 
ples of the Leugue will make for ef¬ 
fective citizenship, and urges all 
teachers to acquaint themselves with 
the work of the League and to co¬ 
operate with it. 

7. The increased tendency to con¬ 
gestion of population hi cliies makes i 
necessary greater and more systemat¬ 
ic attention to the physical develop¬ 
ment of our children. No vigorous 
race of people has long maintained n 
high state of civilization under condi¬ 
tions thut did not take into considera¬ 
tion ihe physical as well as the men¬ 
tal and moral development of its 
youth. The Association recommends 
thai provision be made by the United 
States Bureau of Education for ef¬ 
fective promotion of physical educa¬ 
tion thru the diffusion of scientific 
Information on this subject. 

H. The National E Ideation Associa¬ 
tion approves the ever increasing de¬ 
mand for better qualifleil teachers in 
the common schools. This higher 
standard must lead logically io a long¬ 
er icnuru mid io u compensation more 
nearly commensurate with the quality 
uf preparation and with the nature of 
ihe service rendered. 

U. The National KdthnTmi Asaocia- 
1 lion heartily endorses the use of 
i school buildings and all school equip- 
1 meiH lor com in unity In i crests ami so- 
clul belteniionl. 

It). The National Education Asso¬ 
ciation endorses the movement to con¬ 
solidate the rural district schools 
wherever practicable, and expresses 
the hope that this movement will be 
encouraged until the children of rural 
communities enjoy the beneftts of pub¬ 
lic education to an extent approximat¬ 
ing those now supplied to children of 
i iiban <( in munition. 

I II. The National Kditcu.lou Asso¬ 
ciation gives its hearty endorsement 
to the work of the National Bureau 

I of Education, the Carnegie Founda¬ 
tion, ihe General Education Board, 
and uli associations, institutions, and 
► organizations that are working to tie- 
* velop and promote Ihe educational in¬ 
terests of the country.

"PARAGON PARK." 

Big FireworkB Display Proves A 
Positive Sensation, 


Nothing quite so spectncular and 
unique in the way of n pyrotechnic 
display has been seen in ibis part of 
the country as the fireworks attack 
on “Paragon Park’ last Saturday night 
by land and water and sky. It was a 
lit ting climax to the war game which 
had been going on earlier in the 
week. At times the effect in the sky 
over "Paragon Park" whs that of an 
aerial war in progress. It was a fine 
demonstration of what can be done 
with pyrotechnic effects, not only In 
the sky, but on the water. Every 
feature of the progrnm was practical¬ 
ly new to the big crowds that filled 
the Palm Garden, swarmed about the 
tables on the broad verandas, choked 
up the plaza between the Palm Gar¬ 
den and the band stand and spread 
out in thousands around the lagoon. 
The best Idea of the magnitude of the 
display may be had from a mention 
of some of the pieces. The exhibi¬ 
tion opened with n salute of three 
aerial maroons, followed by a ningic 
Illumination of the lake, novel acquat -1 
ic fireworks including floating fiery 
geysers, prismatic fountains, flying 
fish, submarine torpedoes, diving dev¬ 
ils, a pillar of fire one hundred feet 
in height, the Merry Widow fan, Nep¬ 
tune and his daughter, attended by 
sea nymphs (covering 1000 sq. ft.), 
the rising angel, batteries of chro¬ 
matic stars, batteries of electric 
spreaders, batteries of silver stars, 
discharge of 12, 15 and 18-inch se¬ 
quence bombs, etc. 

Manager Dodge made an extra large 
expenditure on this exhibition to dem¬ 
onstrate to his satisfaction that what 
the diners in the Palm Garden and 
patrons of the veranda tables like 
best in addition to the band concerts 
la a pretentious firework? display, and 
the crowds came in such overwhelm¬ 
ing numbers that no room for doubt 
was left. 

Next Saturday night the fireworks 
display will be just as elaborate and 
m addition there will be a mimic sea 
battle on the lagoon reproducing the 
battle of Lake Erie. 


A GOOD TIME TO BUILD. 

The September number of Suburban 
Life, which Is the annual building 
number, says the present is an ex¬ 
cellent time for building private 
houses, because, contrary to general 
expectations, there have not been 
sharp advances in the prices of build¬ 
ing materials during the past year.

MUST USE CARE. 

As a refill!t of a complaint by Mr. 
Adams D. Clnflln of Newton Centre 
to the Massachusetts Highway Com¬ 
mission, Alexander O. Anderson, a 
professional chauffeur connected with 
nn automobile agency In Boston, lias 
lind his license suspended for one 
month. Mr. Clnflln alleged that An¬ 
derson took his automobile, which had 
been sent to the shop for repairs, on 
July 27, without his permission nnd 
contrary to his Instructions, and that 
he negligently damaged the machine 
by running It into a tree In Main 
street, Randolph. The complainant 
further claims that Anderson had the 
automobile shipped to Indianapolis 
from Brockton without his permission. 
Mr. Claflln said that when he left the 
automobile at Ihe shop he gave ex* 
pllclt Instructions to several employ¬ 
ees that the ear was not to be taken 
out on the road for testing purposes 
until he Bhould be present. 

Anderson said that the car waB ta¬ 
ken by him and a repairman to Yar¬ 
mouth for the purpose of securing an* 
ot'her automobile of the same make 
as Mr. Claflin’s, which was out of or¬ 
der and which he wanted to bring 
back to Boston for repairs. On the 
return journey Mr. Claflin’s auto, 
driven by Anderson, ran off the road 
and into a tree. He maintained that 
he took the machine out to test It and 
that he knew' nothing of the owner’s 
instructions. 

The Board found that “the use of 
an automobile on a trip of 150 miles, 
mostly after dark, for the purpose of 
testing said automobile or In order to 
bring another automobile from one 
place to another, Is not within, the 
express or Implied authority which 
can reasonably be attributed to per¬ 
sons entrusted with the repair of 
other persons’ cars and that such a 
use is unauthorized and improper.” 
Therefore It was voted to suspend 
Anderson's license. The action of the 
Board Is explained as follows: “The 
Board Imposes this slight penalty be* 
cause it Is the first case of this kind 
which has come before It, and It re¬ 
alizes that many repair men and chau¬ 
ffeurs have thought that they had 
Implied authority to use other per¬ 
sons’ cars in this manner; but the 
Board feels that this practice should 
be stopped, and that the testing of 
cars by repairmen and others, when 
the owner is not present, should not 
be carried beyond reasonable limits, 
and that certainly a trip of 150 miles 
is one far beyond ’reasonable limits.' ”

The effect on the nerves of our citi¬ 
zens is getting really a serious mat¬ 
ter. One old life resident of the vil¬ 
lage square hasn’t slept a while for 
several nights because she couldn't 
hear the clock strike. Another nerv¬ 
ous young man la much stirred up 
over the thought that lack-jaw is de¬ 
veloping within him because the mus¬ 
cles of hla neck are stiff, due to con¬ 
stantly stretching the neck in watch- 
1 ing that clock. Again, one most Influ¬ 
ential and substantial citizen—I need 
not call him by name, lost his train 
because he took Ills reckoning from 
the fixed time on the dial. He told 
me in confidence, that because of los¬ 
ing his train he missed an appoint¬ 
ment which would have netted him 
many thousands. I also feel certain, 
because I stood near* him on the 
bridge when the train was pulling 
out, that losing his train and profits 
was no-t all he lost. John, I know by 
his language—(he words that came 
from his mouth—that he ba3 lost 
every chance of ever making heaven. 

Think of a church or a part of a 
church deliberately keeping a man 
out of heaven. I shall call this mat¬ 
ter—because of its ill effect on our 
citizens’ lives—to 4he attention of our 
Board of Health. The real object of 
my writing is to discover among your 
liberal minded subscribers, some one 
who will contribute 31.68 towards get¬ 
ting the clock repaired. I understand 
it will cost $3.37 to squirt a little 3 
in 1 oil into it. I will contribute $1.69 
—accent on the nine— myself. Now, 
my dear Editor, see what you can do 
to raise this $1.68. Don’t let the fact 
that the congregation plan to build a 
new church some time keep you from 
pushing this matter. It will take sev¬ 
eral days and several heartaches be¬ 
fore dhe large sum to build It can be 
raised and then several days more 
before the church can be completed— 
so don’t hesitate.

The political situation relative to 
the three representatives from Ihis 
city to the General Court has resulted 
aboui as predicted In these columns 
some weeks ago. Four names have 
been filed with the Republican city 
committee to be voted upon at the 
srate primaries on Sept. 21st. All 
four of the men named would worth¬ 
ily uphold the standard Newton has 
so long maintained at the State House 
and in brief it is chiefly a question of 
‘‘How happy I could be with either, 
were ’tother dear charmer away." It 
should be borne In mind however, in 
making a choice among these names, 
that two of them have been prevailed 
upon to run by some of the most 
prominent citizens of Newton, and 
with them it is a case of the office 
seeking the men. The other two are 
candidates for the position and with 
them it is a case of the men seeking 
the office. For these reasons there 
should be no question whatever over 
the nomination of Messrs. Ellis and 
Bothfeld, leaving the third place to be 
decided between Alderman White and 
Mr. Pulslfer. With many It will be 
difficult to choose between these gen¬ 
tlemen. hut while I have the highest 
regard for Mr. Pulslfer personally, I 
believe that the logical choice for 
third place Is Mr. White. He has pa¬ 
tiently waited the retirement of Rep¬ 
resentative Bishop, and cheerfully ac¬ 
quiesced in the decision to give that 
gentleman a third term last fall. Dur¬ 
ing this time he has became practi¬ 
cally the only candidate from the 
south side of the city, to whom poli¬ 
tical custom has always given one 
representative. Mr. White, while one 
of the younger men in politics has 
served creditably at City Hall and 
should prove a good man on Beacon 
hill. 

The transfer of the Newtonvllle 
business of the American Express to 
the Newton office should arouse a pro¬ 
test from residents of that village as 
the inconvenience is twofold, first the 
lack of facilities for expressing pack¬ 
ages outward, and the delay In re¬ 
ceiving packages caused by the long¬ 
er route from the Newton office.

SCHOOLS OPEN MONDAY. 

New Technical High School Will 
Be Occupied. 

With a splendid corps of 273 teach¬ 
ers and supervisors, Supt. of Schools 
Spaulding is busily completing nr-, 
rangenicnts for the opening of the 
schools next Monday, when nearly 
7000 pupils are expected to take ad¬ 
vantage of the exceptional facilities 
for education offered by the city of 
Newton. 

This year will be a notable one In 
our educational history as it marks 
the opening of the new Technical 
High school, juBt completed at a cost 
or approximately $375,000, including 
equipment. While all the details of 
this Immense structure are not fully 
ready, the building will be used for 
school purposes next Monday, and 
500 pupils are expected, 215 being in 
the freshman class. The master will 
be Mr. Charles L. Kirschner, who has 
held a similar position In New Haven, 
Conn., and who has been in constant 
consultation with the school authori¬ 
ties during the construction of the 
new building. Mrs. Blanche E, Hyde 
will have charge of the department of 
household economics, Mr. M. W. Mur¬ 
ray, of the mechanical department, 
Maynard Maxim, of the commercial 
department, Horace Kldger or history, 
Samuel Thurber, Jr., of English, Miss 
Elizabeth Sleeper of French, and Mr. 
Fred H. Daniels, of drawing. Miss 
Hammond, the present assistant to 
the secretary of the school commit¬ 
tee, will be clerk to Mr. Kirschner. 
The salary list of the 24 teachers of 
ihe new school will total $39,500. 

At the Newton High School. Master 
E. C. Adams expects an attendance 
of about 700 of whom 185 will be In 
the freshman class. The teaching 
force will be considerably changed as 
several departments have been trans¬ 
ferred Into the new Technical High 
School. Miss Ada Brock of Lynn will 
be a new teacher in German and 
French, and Miss Florence B. Colby 
of Springfield In French, taking the 
place of Miss May, resigned. 

Miss Mason has been transferred 
Trom the Mason school to the Eng¬ 
lish department. Miss Wood is a new 
special assistant In science and Miss 
Hannon, an assistant in English. 

Miss Parker of the science depart¬ 
ment is away for a year’s study 
abroad. 

The salary list of this High school 
totals $43,600. 

Few changes are made in the teach¬ 
ing force of the grade sohools. 

There Is a new master at the Burr 
school in Auburndale, Mr. Robert J. 
Sisk, formerly of Auburn. Me., tak¬ 
ing the place of Miss McKenzie who 
Ib still seriously ill. 

At the Bigelow school, Newton, Miss 
Hopkins and Miss Carr return from 
their Sabbatical year abroad and Miss 
Webster is a new special assistant. 

At the Horace Mann district, New¬ 
tonvllle, Miss Orton Ib a new assist¬ 
ant, Miss Whitney has been trans¬ 
ferred to the sixth grade In the Cla- 
flln, Miss Ruth Babcock, assigned to 
the fourth grade, Claflln, and Miss 
Harris Is a new' special assistant. 

Two new teachers in the Stearns 
school are Miss Send in the third 
grade and Miss Shippee in the sixth. 

Miss Ring, the first assistant in the 
Peirce school. West Newton, is away 
on a Sabbatical year. Miss Grace Hill 


taking her place. Miss Susan F. Dor¬ 
an will have charge of the sixth grade, 
and Miss Raker la a new assistant. 

The Emerson school at Upper Falls 
shows the largest number of changes, 
many of them due to matrimony.

EDI80N LIGHT CO. 

The taking over by the Edison Elec 
trie Illuminating Company of Boston, 
recently, of the electric business of 
all the gas and electric companies in 
the suburbs of this city, reduced the 
charges for electricity 25 per cent, or 
from 16 to 12 cents per kilowatt hour, 
in Waltham. Chelsea, Brookline, All 
ston and Brighton. 

In antlcipaiion of the merger, New¬ 
ton and Watertown profited by a re¬ 
duction of 33 1-3 per cent in the 
charges for electricity Inst January, 
when the cost per kilowatt hour was 
reduced from 18 to 12 cents. 

The state gas nnd electric light 
commission sanctioned the proposed 
merger on Aug. 24, and at 12.01 a. m. 
Wednesday the Edison company be¬ 
gan formally to operate as one com¬ 
pany, the several independent com¬ 
panies which have been furnishing el¬ 
ectricity to the suburban communities. 
The companies taken over were the 
Waltham Gas and Electric Company, 
Newton & Watertown Ghs and Elec¬ 
tric Company, Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company of Brookline and the 
Chelsea Gas Company. The first 
named concern is a part of the Boston 
Suburban Electric Company, while the 
others are branches of the Massachu¬ 
setts Gas Company. 

The Massachusetts Gas Companies 
have controlled the gas business of 
the above named companies for some 
time and the relinquishment of the 
electric business that they have been 
doing will enable the companies to 
expend more energy in the building 
up of their gas business exclusively. 
As a result of economy in operation 
It Is expected that there will be a re¬ 
duction in the price of gas in several 
sections of Boston. 

The Edison company also entered 
into a 10-year contract, dating the 
same time as the merger, Io furnish 
power to the following suburban elec¬ 
tric roads: 

The Lexington & Boston, the Natick 
& Cochituate, the Newton, the Newton 
& Boston, the Middlesex & Boston, the 
Westboro & Hopkinton and the New- 
tonvllle & Watertown. For several 
weeks these roads have been trying 
the power furnished by the Edison 
company, and according to the state¬ 
ment last night of an official of the 
company the roads are very much 
better satisfied because of the con¬ 
stancy and the efficiency of the sup¬ 
ply. 

There will be no interruption in 
lighting service of those who were 
using the power supplied by the sev¬ 
eral independent companies. The 
transfer is merely a matter of busi¬ 
ness details and the changing of the 
records, so that the old consumers 
may become customers of the Edison 
company. The Allston plant will not 
be used after the mechanical details 
can he completed so that the power 
can be brought from the main plant 
In South Boston. There will he no 
change In Chelsea, since the power 
from that station has been coming 
from ihe Edison plant. 

In Waltham the plant of the Wal¬ 
tham Gas & Electric Light Company 
was taken over by the Edison com¬ 
pany, and the Newton & Watertown 
Gas Company was taken over yester¬ 
day, In that city the rate was re¬ 
duced from 15 to 12 cents per kilo¬ 
watt hour. The power price will be 
determined to suit the prevailing con¬ 
ditions, and a reduction may be ex¬ 
pected.

Preliminary to the enforcement of 
tbe corporation tax law the treasury 
department has sent out the first set 
of Instructions to Internal revenue 
collectors. The collectors are in¬ 
structed to furnish a list of the cor¬ 
porations in their respective districts, 
divided Into three classes, namely: Fi¬ 
nancial and commercial organizations, 
public service; Industrial, mercantile 
and miscellaneous. It la the initial 
steps iu the cerulion of the great gov- 
ermnent collecting machine which will 
handle tbe "Taft Tux," as the new 
revenue measure is familiarly termed. 

The law requires that corporations 
must make their answers to the ques¬ 
tions of the department before Jan. 
I, 1910. 

The returns of the corporations will 
form the basis for the preparation of 
tbe tables of taxes due from corpora- 
i ions.

THE “1915" B08TON EXPOSITION. 

To show the people of Boston and 
New England the resources and the 
possibilities of Boston as they can be 
developed between now and 1915, a 
“1915” Boston Exposition will be held 
In the old Art Museum building at 
Copley Square next November. 

The object of this Exposition will 
be to show in a graphic and interest¬ 
ing form the work now being carried 
on by public Institutions, benevolent, 
protective, reformatory and chari¬ 
table; by public service corporations, 
and in fact all organizations at work 
for the betterment of the city. 

Schools, colleges and libraries have 
been asked to exhibit. Educational, 
Sooial and Economic problems will 
be shown in a lively and unique way, 
giving information which has hitherto 
been put forth in a manner intelligible 
only to experts. This Information will 
be put In the form of working models, 
moving pictures, photographs, dia¬ 
grams, planB and stereoptlcon pic¬ 
tures to present vividly to the public 
the needs and the possibilities of the 
city. 

The Exhibit Committee has secured 
the entire city plan exhibit recently 
shown in New York and Washington. 
It has also secured from the Library 
of Congress the United States Govern¬ 
ment’s famous set of models by Burn¬ 
ham for the replanning of Washing¬ 
ton. Efforts are also being made to 
secure similar displays from Chicago, 
San Francisco, New York and Cleve¬ 
land. Achievements of European cit¬ 
ies in planning their streets, docks, 
harbors and houses for working peo¬ 
ple are also among material already 
secured for the exhibits. Each ex¬ 
hibit will be expected to present a 
graphic picture that will draw and 
hold the attention of even a casual 
observer. The Exposition will open 
on November 1st and close on the 
27th. 

All exhibitors have been notified 
that their displays must be arranged 
with a view to showing definitely: 
What the organization proposes to do 
if It is properly supported In the next 
five years; what It has done In the 
past; what It is doing at present; 
what Is the best that haB been done 
anywhere In this department; and 
what the conditions and waste will be 
if these things are not done. Such 
an exposition has long been desired 
by the agencies at work for the bet¬ 
terment of Boston, and when the 
proposition of holding this exhi¬ 
bition was first broached in a 
tentative way, a number of the bodies 
consulted did not stop with declaring 
themselves strongly In favor of the 
project, but signified their Intention 
of exhibiting. The Boston Chamber 
of Commerce which last spring con¬ 
ducted a tour of leading merchants 
through New England to strengthen 
Boston’s work relations with other 
cities, has formally expressed its ap¬ 
proval of the Exposition project, and 
has voted to co-operato in the under¬ 
taking. 

Tlie list of exhibitors is growing 
dally. An Incomplete schedule of 
these will demonstrate the scope and 
the character of the organizations ex¬ 
hibiting, as well as the wide range of 
interests represented: Social Ethics 
.Museum of Harvard University, Bos¬ 
ton Public Library, School for Social 
Workers, Society of Arts and Crafts, 
Boston Association for the Relief nnd 
Control of Tuberculosis, Massachu¬ 
setts Civic League, Young .Men’s 
Christian Association, Boston Elevat¬ 
ed Railway Company. North Bonnot 
Street Industrial School, Boston So¬ 
ciety of Architects and the Boston 
Architectural Club, Brooke House, 
State Bureau of Statistics, Committee 
on Sex Hygiene, Boston Playground 
Association, Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Native Plants, Massachusetts 
Commission for the Blind, Committee 
on Milk and Baby Hygiene, Metropoli¬ 
tan Improvement- League, American 
Peace Society, Massachusetts Gener¬ 
al Hospital, Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Boston & Albany Rail¬ 
road, and the Federation of Boys' 
Clubs. 

The Exposition has been planned 
under four general departments: 1. 
The Visible City. 2. Educational and 
Social. 3. Economics. 4. Attrac¬ 
tions. 

Under the first department will be 
lucluded: City Plan. Parks and Boule¬ 
vards, Sauliutiou, Illumination, Har¬ 
bor and Docks, Transportation, Com¬ 
munication. Housing. Public Buildings, 
Health, Protection and Safety. Under 


the Educational and Social depart¬ 
ment will he: Schools and Colleges, | 
Industrial Education, Playgrounds. 
Gymnasiums, Libraries, Cultural and 
Social Organizations, Citizens' Asso¬ 
ciations, Press and Publishing, and 
Charities. Under the Economic de¬ 
partment will be: City Resources, La¬ 
bor Organizations. Finance, Insurance, 
Advertising Boston. Under the de¬ 
partment of Attractions there will be: 
Marionettes, Moving Pictures, Lec¬ 
tures, Music, Special Entertainments. 
Another important department of the 
Exposition will be an Information Bu¬ 
reau which will be .equipped with a 
staff of men thoroughly informed as 
to the city affairs, the nature, charac-; 
ter and relations of the exhibits and i 
who will be ready to answer any In -1 
qulrles regarding them. 

Realizing that the failure of most 
exhibitions of this kind has been their 
reliance on dull statistics and charts 
and diagrams, a special point has been 
made in preparing this Exposition to 
have all the exhibits unique and in 
concrete form. Thus the Telephone 
and Telegraph Companies will furnish 
exhibits showing their systems In ac¬ 
tual operation. The Housing Com¬ 
mittee of Boston-1915 will show an 
average tenement room as conditions 
are, and beside it a room in a model 
tenement. Several of the educational 
institutions will install classes who 
will do their regular work for the en¬ 
tertainment of the visitors to the ex¬ 
hibit. Picturesque Boston will be In¬ 
terestingly shown by models, maps 
and photographs, furnished by the 
Metropolitan Improvement League. 

The running expenses of this Ex¬ 
position will be borne by Boston-1915. 
A small admission fee will be charged 
to help defray this large expeuse, but 
there will be no charge for exhibits 
occupied by the displays of non-com¬ 
mercial organizations, though each or¬ 
ganization will pay the cost of pre¬ 
paring and installing Its own exhibit.

DREDGING BEGUN. 

Several “swimmln’ holes,” where 
generations of boys from Newton Cor¬ 
ner, Watertown and Brighton have 
whiled away the hours on couutless 
sultry days will soon exist only In 
memory, for the dredging operations 
now In progress along the Charles 
river will destroy them. From the 
bridge at the Watertown arsenal to 
the dam above Galen-street bridge the 
river Is to be dredged to provide a 
channel ten feet deep for motor boats. 

The work commenced two weeks 
ago when several different kinds of 
machines were set at work. Particu¬ 
larly on the Newton side of the river 
some of the material dredged from 
the river bed will be deposited along 
the bank so as to make the founda¬ 
tion for tlie roadway that will form a 
part of the extensive improvements 
to be made. 

The Watertown sewer department 
has practically completed the work of 
lowering the drains, siphons and sew¬ 
ers that cross the river above the new 
Galen street bridge. This operation 


cost the town $10,000 and was neces¬ 
sary before the dredging could be car¬ 
ried on at that point. 

It Is estimated that the dredging 
above the Galen street bridge will 
cost $13,000, while that between the 
bridge and the arsenal will cost $37,- 
110. Steam shovels are being used 
In the middle of the river and they 
dump the earth Into barges, while 
nearer the banks the “orange peel” 
dredgers are being used so as to de¬ 
posit the earth on shore.

FATHER CALLANAN'S FIELD DAY. 
At Newton Lower Falls. 


For the past nlneteeu years the 
great attraction in this vicinity, on 
Labor Day, Is the Field Day at New¬ 
ton Lower Falls under the auspices 
of St. John's church, of which Rev. 
P. H. Callanan Is pastor. 

The Field Day on Monday last was 
a tremendous success as usual. The' 
beautlTul weather brought out thou¬ 
sands and young and old enjoyed 
themselves to their heart's content 
during the day and evening. One no¬ 
table feature of these annual gather¬ 
ings is the attraction for family par¬ 
ties. Father and mother and children 
leave their homes and spend the en¬ 
tire day and evening on the beautiful 
grounds. The equipment owned by 
Father Callanan represents an outlay 
of over twenty-five hundred dollars. 
Eighteen hundred dollars’ worth of 
canvass Is used in putting the grounds 
in order. The electric light outfit rep¬ 
resents about four hundred dollars. 

The wall tent encloses an area of 
over three acres and thlB canvass 
fence or wall tent is the longest ever 
made in New England. A large wall 
tent Is also used for the tug-of-war 
contests and this will accommodate 
five hundred people. An Immense 
concert tent and dancing pavilion are 
also provided. Besides these eighteen 
other tents are erected, eleven for 
refreshments, one for candy, one 
for fancy articles, two for sanltarles, 
one for supplies and two others for 
side show attractions. What special 
ly interested the thousands of people 
this year was “The Midway.” Not a 
dull moment was apparent during the 
entire day and evening. 

On the left of the main entrance 
the first thing that attracted attention 
was the large concert tent, capable 
of holding two thousand people. In 
the evening a great wrestling match 
look place 111 this tent between Farm¬ 
er Burns, tile 130-pound light weight 
champion of the world, and Young 
Americus, the famous wrestling Dane 
of New York. This attracted a large 
audience In the evening, all paying a 
special admission fee to witness it. 
The contest was refereed by Mr. Geo. 
Touhey, formerly the manager of Tom 
Jenkins, the ex-champion wrestler of 
the world. The match was won by 
Burns, hut Americus won one fall of 
the three. 

Beyond the great concert tent on 


the Midway was the Fortune Tellers 
booth, which was well patronized dur¬ 
ing the day. Next come the Ten Pin 
game, a very attractive and fascinat¬ 
ing sport. 

A sign outside the next booth in¬ 
vited patrons to spend a dime to wit¬ 
ness a large, live rattlesnake, cap¬ 
tured last June by Father Callanan In 
the mountains of Kentucky. This at¬ 
traction netted many dollars during 
the day. This snake has since been 
purchased by the managers of Nor- 
umbega Park and will be exhibited 
there. 

Farther along, the famous Hickory 
Bill, African Dodger, Invited all to 
“try three balls.” The great Danc¬ 
ing pavilion come next and the young 
people tripped the light fantastic to 
the strains of sweet music from the 
Orchestra. A magnificent Cane Board 
under an efficient committee of 
young men was the next attraction 
and this feature added almost a hun¬ 
dred dollars to the church treasury. 
Three hundred and twenty canes were 
distributed during the day. A fine 
shooting gallery with hell targets en¬ 
ticed the “sure of aim” and “true of 
eye” to try their skill. The very la-; 
test and best Winchester 22 calibre 
repeating rifles were used In this gal¬ 
lery. Next came the “Headquarters 
and Supply Tent” which was presided 
over by Father Callanan. Here all 
supplies were kept, official orders giv¬ 
en out, change made, difficulties 
straightened out and In fact from this 
point the workings of the entire pro¬ 
ject were kept moving. Far In the 
rear of the grounds on this side was 
a neat men’s sanitary. 

All of the above was on the left of 
the grounds as one entered. 

The first thing that attracted the 
eye on the right of the Midway was 
the tall score board of the Striking 
Machine. A splendid game this to 
use up surplus muscle. Mr. Mark 
Connors of Wellesley Lower Falls, 
made the record of the day on this 
machine. 

Near this was the Fish Pond, u 
great source of delight to the chil¬ 
dren and they caught many a fish dur¬ 
ing the day. Then come the niecca 
of the children in earnest—the Candy 
Booth—where sweets to the sweet 
were doled out all day long In great 
quantities. The young ladies and 
their escorts were much attracted to 
the next feature named the “Bean 
Bag Pitched Board.” Many a “ring¬ 


er” was made on this during the day 
by the hundreds oT pretty young la¬ 
dies who attended. Then the same 
ladies tried to land three base balls 
Into a series of palls on the Inclined 
plain before them—this game called 
the "Pall Game” looked very easy, but 
the balls refused to stay In the pails 
for the fair ones; it was 5 cents, 
please, here all day. The Air Gun 
gallery was listed next on the Mid¬ 
way and Father Callanan Is thinking 
of barring out the ladles from this 
next year. The target was 12 feet 
square and yet many of the darts nev¬ 
er hit the board and may be travel¬ 
ling yet through space. Ah! and here 
is our old friend Aunt Sally next with 
her every ready T. D. In her mouth. 
This was a men’s game sure and it 
took great skill to break the pipe In 
Sally's mouth with the small clubs 
used as throwing weapons. It was 
fortunate that the old lady suffered no 
pain from the abuse given her. And 
now another African Dodger who kept 
singing out abuse at his dusky rival 
on the other side of the M Id way—it 
meant more business and kept “three 
more balls” going fast. At this point 
on the Midway one of the best attrac¬ 
tions of the Picnic was located. It 
was the “Fancy or Grab Table.” A 
bewildering array of beautiful things 
were noticed here. Many of the ar¬ 
ticles, home made hand work in great 
variety—were very valuable. This 
table did a business of ever one hun¬ 
dred and fifty dollars for the day. 
And right on a few steps further we 
come to the “Lamp Chimney Game.” 
A series of lamp chimneys on cords, 
four or five of them with a dollar bill 
on the inside, were very attractive 
and the business of the day was good 
here. Five chimneys, each holding a 
dollar bill, were broken during the 
day and the money was given to the 
lucky ones. Further on a booth was 
erected to dispense tonics and cigars. 
At the end of the Midway on the right 
was the great wall tent for the Tug- 
of War contests. Only one important 
“Pull” took place during the day be¬ 
tween a team from Cambridge and 
one from Lower Falls. This was a 
ten men pull and best two out of 
three. Alderman Lyons of West 
Newton was timekeeper ami Father 
Callanan referee of the contest. The 
Cambridge team won both pulls, the 
fliBt by a quarter of an Inch and the 
second by one Inch. A prize of ten 
dollars was given the winning team. 

Eleven booths about the grounds 
were filled with good things to eat. 
Things hoi, had things cold, Ice 
creams of all flavors and cold tonics 
and hot coffee and hot “dogs” were 
at the service of all. One hundred 
and fifty of the ladies of the purlhF 
took charge of the relreshment booths 
and all worked like Trojans to serve 
their patrons. The official program 
lIiIh year look the form of a booklet 
entitled “The Labor Lay Carnival Bul¬ 
letin.” Two hundred advertisers pat¬ 
ronized Its pages us u tribute of ap¬ 
preciation to Father Callanan and his 
good work in Lower Falls. This Bul¬ 
letin netted seven hundred dollars to 
the Carnival. The splendid Illumina¬ 
tion at night made the grounds look 
like a fairy laud. Five hundred elec¬ 
tric lights were used besides many 
large gasolene torches 

The entire returns are not yet com¬ 
plete but the parish will benefit some¬ 
thing over two thousand dollars from 
he Field Day. From start to finish 
Father McGrath, the assistant pastor 
woil.eJ faithfully to asshu Father Cal- 
lana.li and no small share of the suc¬ 
cess of the carnival was due to his

BOY DE8PERADO. 

James W. Cunningham, aged 17, or 
188 River street, Waltham, was arrest¬ 
ed Monday afternoon while In. the 
house of the late Wilder M. Bush on 
Temple street, West Newton hill. 

Mr. Bush died a week ago and the 
family was away. Patrolman Martin 
J. Neagle heard a noise in the house 
at about 4 o'clock and with the chief 
and Inspector O’Halleran whom he 
had called by telephone, began an In¬ 
vestigation and found young Cunning¬ 
ham hiding In a closet on the second 
floor. The lad put up a stubborn re¬ 
sistance. 

Cunningham had a long-barrelled 
single shot revolver In a bolster 
around his waist to which nap^tlso 
attached a cartridge case filled" mith 
ammunition. In his pocket was fouRd 
a 32-caliber revolver of an expensive 
pattern which he said later belonged 
to the Bush family. He was also 
armed with an Ice pick and a hammer. 

The prisoner gave his name as Fred 
W. Benson of Albany, N. Y. Later he 
admitted that his right name was 
James Cunningham of Waltham. In 
his pockets he had a lot of jewelry, 
cardcases, coins and other valuables, 
while he had bundles of silverware 
and other stuff all packed up. He 
said he had been In the bouse since 
9 that morning. Every drawer in the 
house had been ransacked. He told 
the police he had done at least two- 
other jobs in Newton. He specified 
the houses of \V. Kirk Corey and Hen¬ 
ry W. Greenleaf, both on Common¬ 
wealth avenue, Auburndale. At tbe 
former Cunningham said he got two 
stickpins and some money, at Green- 
leaf’s a $10 gold piece and some small 
articles of Jewelry. 

The prisoner, who Is the coolest of 
his age that the local authorities have 
met with in years, was Implicated In 
an iucendiary case in Waltham early 
in the summer. The lad. In company 
with another boy of the same age.

Dear Sir:—During most or my life 
I have been a fairly regular patron 
of the Newton Free Library. Being 
young. T am especially interested In 
boohs of fiction. 1 have always en¬ 
tertained the Idea that, If a botik of 
any sort Is obtainable at the Public 
Library. It must, of course, be beyond 
reproach In its character. Of late, 
however, l have slowly been coming 
to the conclusion that this Idea Is not 
based upon fact. 

I have carefully read the Annual 
Report or the 6oard or Trustees for 
the year ending December 31, 1908, 
and. so far as I can discover, the pur¬ 
pose of this Board, during the last 
year—and I presume in other years— 
has been chiefly "to make the Li¬ 
brary popular.” 

It seems to me that such an Insti¬ 
tution as a Public Library should 
stand for a higher purpose than popu¬ 
larity In Itself. I am Inclined to be¬ 
lieve that the original purpose of 
those who organized, or endowed, the 
Newton Free Library was to encour- 
ige better living through broader 
knowledge (of the wholesome sort). 
1 am sure tbe people of Newton agree 
with me when I assert that this ought 
to be the aim of the Newton Free 
Library, today. 

With your permission, sir, I would 
. like to quote from Dr. Lyman Ab¬ 
bott:— 

“Fiction has three functions: en¬ 
tertainment, instruction, Inspiration. 
The story may simply serve to pass 
an hour. One may read a book as he 
plays golf—for pleasure.

magazine stories have this useful but 
net very nmbltloua purpose. The 
story uiny Instruct. From TurgenlefT 
or Tolstoy one may get a more vivid 
picture of Russian society tljan from 
Wallace or Leroy—Beaulieu; from 
•Lorna Donne’ a more vivid picture of 
English life In the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury than from Green. The so-called 
problem novel sometimes renders this 
service. It enables one-hnIf the world 
to know how the other half lives. 
The story may inspire. It may put 
before the mind, through the Imagi¬ 
nation, an Ideal of life and character 
whfeh arouses nsplration and incites 
to action. If It only arouses aspira¬ 
tion, It Is of doubtful value, and may 
be injurious; if it also incites to ac¬ 
tion. it is useful. To put before the 
reader a high ideal that can be real¬ 
ized, and so Inspire him to attempt 
Its realization, this Is the highest 
function of works of imagination. If 
the story entertains and gives false 
Information, It Is bad. If it entertains 
and gives false ideals—that Is, Ideals 
that cannot be realized—it Is worse. 
If it entertains and at the same time 
degrades Instead of Inspires, if it 
makes vice attractive and virtue re¬ 
pulsive, if Its Ideals are not only 
false, but vicious, It Is a powerful in¬ 
strument of vice. For we never rise 
higher than the Ideals which we aet 
before ourselves as the aim of our 
aspirations. * * • 

“The story which depicts vice as 
anything else than disappointing to 
the hopes and degrading to the char¬ 
acter lies; and acquaintance with lies 
is not valuable knowledge. It may be 
necessary for a few experts to know 
such books; but the less the rest of 
us know of them the better our edu¬ 
cation. To read what Is not worth 
reading In order to gratify either a 
prurient or an Indlscrlmlnating curi¬ 
osity doeB not contribute to culture.” 

To my mind there are books In the 
Newton Public Library which do not 
measure up to this standard, so well 
set forth by Dr. Abbott. They are, 
sad to say, greedily devoured by a 
large number of young people. A book 
which is morbid, verging on the in¬ 
decent, should not he allowed to help 
mould the minds and characters of 
young people. Such books there are 
In the Newton Public Library. To Il¬ 
lustrate this fact, at random, It might 
be of interest to those who like to 
read good books to compare the writ¬ 
ings of G. Sidney Paternoster (espe¬ 
cially his book entitled the “Lady of 
the Blue Motor”) and also the writ¬ 
ings of that prolific dlspensalor of 
highly Improbable literature (If it can 
be called such), known ns E. Phillips 
Oppenhelm, with such a book as “A 
Certain Rich Man” by Win. Allen 
White and also the works of Joseph 
C. Lincoln, who has written such ster¬ 
ling good books as “Cap’n Erl," “Part¬ 
ners of the Tide," “Mr. Pratt," “Cy 
Whittaker’s Place," etc.

Mr. Sellers said that the wire* 
would be enclosed within a lead cable 
and are of low tension.

I The Aetna Mills 

A NEWTON MAN WHO IS 
MAKING GOOD. 

A friend was quoting poetry In the 
Observer office the other evening and 
in the course of his poetical Mights 
sr id: "There is music in the humming 
of the loom". Now I thoroughly dis¬ 
believed this particular stnuza and 
snid "Music nothing", but the longer 
I thought of it the more interested 1 
became and it finally culminated in a 
visit to the Aetna Mills to listen for 
myself and see and hear. 1 did not 
find the music but 1 was so Interested 
that I asked permission to write ot 
what 1 saw. 

To begin with I had no idea that a 
woolen mill had so many departments, 
so much detail to look after, so many 
loopholes for the profits to sift 
through and 1 became more and more 
Interested as I visited one department 
after another from sorting to finishing 
and saw the wool from the time it en¬ 
tered the receiving room to the com¬ 
pleted, woven product of the mill. 

It was warm; in fact It was worse 
than warm, it was hot, when I spunked 
up courage, took the auto and took a 
run to Bemls on the beautiful Charles. 

I had been In Bemls a great many 
times and had of course passed the 
Aetna Mills, but never before with 
the thought of entering thdm, I 
found Mr. Freeman, the general man¬ 
ager, seated at his desk In the 
large cool office and without hesita¬ 
tion we plunged into an interview. 

"In the beginning” as the fairy sto¬ 
ries go, Mr. Freeman’s grandfather, 
Mr. William Freeman, owned a dye¬ 
stuff manufactory and mill In Water- 


partment, the painstaking motto of 
the employees "have your goods 
right" Is shown, to the immense ship¬ 
ping room, where upwards of 3,000 
yards of cloth are wrapped and ship¬ 
ped every working day In the year. 

I would like to dwell at length on 
the different departments; on the 
weave room, with its seemingly 
numberless looms, through the dye 
room, whose capacity is <>,000 yards, 
througli the machine and carpenter 
shops, the new addition, the pressing 
room, drying room, cleansing room, 
dyeing vats, etc. I would like to talk 
oi modern machinery, driven by indi¬ 
vidual motors, of the fire systems of 
automatic sprinklers, of the new sys 
tem of lighting by mercury lamps, 
considered the best In the world for 
this business, but my space forbids. 
I will say, however, that the one sen¬ 
tence "up to date” expresses Mr. 
Freeman’s idea better than anything 
else, tor instance, he is utilizing the 
water power of the ChnrleB river by 
taking out the two old-fashioned 
wheels, building concrete retaining 
walls and putting in four turbine 
wheels of 50 horse power each, which 
will be used for generating electricity. 

From the time I entered the office 
until my Journey ended, where the new 
spur track for coal is to be placed, 1 
could not help but be struck with the 
keynote of Mr. Freeman’s personality 
which dominates the entire working 
force. He says, "Everything must be 
absolutely the best that we can make 
at or anywhere near the price.” Per¬ 
sonally, he Is a very busy man, as he 
has at his fingers’ ends every detail 
of the work, handled by the 360-odd 
employees now In the mill and the 
new addition which will accommodate 
100 new looms, run by the most up-

town. Coming up the river he pur¬ 
chased a mill on the Newton side 
which Is now used as a storehouse. 
Here he did quite a business In dye¬ 
stuffs, Importing the dye woods from 
the West Indies, and It was here in 
ihe late 50’s that he became interest¬ 
ed In. the textile manufactures, 
together with Elisha Atkins; whose 
son, Edwin F. Atkins, is now presi¬ 
dent of the company, and It is large¬ 
ly due to Ills progressivenesa and his 
ability to grasp the opportunities of¬ 
fered that the Aetna Mills are on the 
sound financial and commercial foot¬ 
ing they occupy today. 

After consideration the company 
acquired the property ou which the 
mills now stand. Mill No. 1 was built 
In 1860. Mills Nos. ‘A, 5, 6 and office 
were built about 1862, No. 2 in 1889, 
No. 9 in 1894, and No. 10, the new ex¬ 
tension, In the present year. Up to 
five or six years ago the motto of the 
Aetna Mills was: ‘From sheep’s back 
to wearer’s back,’ and the output of 
ihe mills was confined largely to 
ladles' dress goods. About this time 
worsted goods became so popular ihat 
the mill decided to handle serges, 
and with blue serge as an 
entering wedge entered the worsted 
market, and today the mill does a 
large volume of business in men's 
worsted wear and is famous from one 
end of the United States to the other 
for the quality of goods which it pro¬ 
duces. 

A new weave room was built In 
1880 according to the most up-to-date 
pluus ut that time, It was doubled in 
size In 1904. The primary object of 
the company lias been 10 make do¬ 
mestic fabrics equal, both in grade 
and price, to the highest grade of 
Imported goods'Tills, the Aetna Mills, 
although handicapped by the high 
price of Australian wool, have dem¬ 
onstrated can be done. To follow 
the different stages or the selling 
force of the mill from conservatism to 
aggressiveness would be a long story, 
suffice it to say that they are follow¬ 
ing today a well matured plau which 
will keep the Aetna Mills In the fore¬ 
most rank of woolen goods manu¬ 
facturers. 

Commencing at the office I went 
with Mr. Freeman from the euglue 
room and boiler room where the nec¬ 
essary 400-liorse power is generated, 
and by the way, did you ever stop to 
figure the number of shovelsfull of 
coal necessary to furnish this horse¬ 
power; to the Inspection room, where 
perhaps more than lu any other de¬ 


tonate method is to him simply a de¬ 
tail of the business, 

The output of the mill is problemat¬ 
ical; It changes every 6 months as ad¬ 
ditions are built, but by the time ev¬ 
erything Is In working order about 
4,000 yards a day, with yearly pay¬ 
roll of $200,000 is expected. 

‘Now, just a word as to the person¬ 
nel of the departments: 

In these later days of "frenzied 
finance” the working force and the 
head office must be in perfect accord. 
In this respect the management of the 
Aetna Mills are to be congratulated 
for in every department of the bust 
ness the outsider notes at once the 
harmony, good feeling and “work for 
ihe firm idea” which is so essential 
In modern business life. Step by step 
the firm has moved upward from the 
old straight commission selling to the 
opening of modern offices, whose fur¬ 
niture, even in Its simplicity and use¬ 
fulness, spells business, The head 
office of the firm Is in Boston, with 
Morrill A. Smith as treasurer and 
sales manager, they have lately es¬ 
tablished mi office with a large 
show- room in the Knickerbocker 
building in New York City und have 
recently established a thoroughly 
equipped office on Franklin street, 
Chicago, Salesmen from these three 
offices cover all the states of the 
Union with the result that "AettiH 
Mills” is a synonym for good fabrics 
throughout the Union. 

Mr. Frederic \V. Freeman, the gen¬ 
eral mauager, was born in West New¬ 
ton in February, 1881 ). Ho was edu¬ 
cated at Newton high school. He re¬ 
ceived his technical training In ihe 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
from which he graduated In 1901, and 
in which iust’tutiou he served on the 
instructing staff for Home lime. Going 
Into the Aetna Mills lie worked for 
three years, thoroughly familiarizing 
himself witlf the work of the different 
departments. He whb a designer in 
1905, a superintendent in 1906, und 
general manager in 1908. He Ib a 
member of numerous societies and 
clubs, Including Delta Kappa Epsilon 
Dalhouse Lodge, Newton It. A, Uhap 
ter, Technology, Unitarian, Neighbor 
hood, Brdk Hum, Economic, and He 
publican Clubs, Muss. Civic League 
National Association of Manufactur¬ 
ers, National Association Wool Manu¬ 
facturers, and a director of the 
American Association Woolen am 
Worsted Manufacturers, The depart 
ineut heads are: superintendent, Rich¬ 
ard Lees; paymaster, IxjuIs J. Mayell

Members of the Massachusetts 
Highway Association, composed of 
road builders all bver the state, vis¬ 
ited Newton yesterday afternoon In a 
large slglu seeing automobile. The 
party, while In Newton was lu charge 
of Street Com miss loner Ross, who 
showed the Association the street 
work on Hammond and South streets, 
Chestnut Hill, Common wealth avenue 
from Chestnut Hill to Auburn street. 
Auburndale, thence thru Auburn 
street, Washington street, Chest¬ 
nut street, Prince street. Com- 
mou wealth avenue, Walnut street, 
Cabot street. Centre street aud the. 
H unite well hill district at Newton. Mr. 
Ross called special attention to the 
various kinds of dust layers used In 
Newton and much luterest was shown 
by the visitors. From Newton the 
party went thru Watertown. Belmont. 
Cambridge and Somerville, the trip 
ending at Revere Beach. 


Mr. Matthew C. Brush, vice presi¬ 
dent and general manager of the Bos¬ 
ton Suburban Companies, was com¬ 
pletely surprised last Monday night 
by some four hundred employees of 
the Companies, by the presentation of 
a fine Howard gold watch and fob to 
match and a framed picture contain¬ 
ing photographs of the several heads 
of departments and business associ¬ 
ates. 

The affair took place at Norumbega; 
park theatre at 1.30 on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, special cars being run, after the 
completion of the day’s work, from 
various parts of the system, Waltham, 
Lexington, Hopklnton, Natick, Need¬ 
ham and Newton. Mr. Brush, who 
had dined with Mr. Sylvester In Bos¬ 
ton that evening, was aroused about 
one o'clock by his host of <the evening 
and taken to Norumbega In an auto¬ 
mobile. Ab he passed from the en¬ 
trance of the park to the rear or the 
stage the lights were extinguished, 
only to blaze up the moment he en¬ 
tered <the stage from the rear, and 
was greeted with loud applause by 
the men present. With Mr. Brush on 
the stage were Mr. Sylvester, Mr. 
Geo. M. Cox and the heads of depart¬ 
ments. 

Mr. Sylvester said that the gather¬ 
ing was to pay tribute to one who bad 
been their leader and was about to 
leave them and then Introduced Mr. 
Cox as toastmaster. 

Mr. Cox first called for a musical 
selection and then Introduced Mr. 
Clarence F. Cormier, general stor* 
keeper, to make the presentation for 
the men. 

Mr. Cormier said that he could not 
adequately express the appreciation 
and high esteem in which Mr. Brush 
was held by all present. For the past 
six years he had guided their course 
with a master hand and had worked 
hard and conscientiously. The em¬ 
ployees have been treated with kind¬ 
ness, firmness and justice and have 
looked to their leader with pride and 
satisfaction. We ail wish you the 
brightest possible success In your 
new field and present this watch and 
fob as a remembrance of this large 
and happy family. 

Mr. Brush was completely taken 
aback and It was some moments be¬ 
fore he could reply, saying It was the 
hardest position he had ever been 
placed in his life and he was com¬ 
pletely at a loss to know what to say. 

He began with the statement that 
when he came to Newton, six years 
before, he knew but one friend, a col¬ 
lege chum, and realizing this, he 
thought his hearers could appreciate 
something of how he felt at that mo¬ 
ment. New England, he continued, Is 
noted thru the west for Its conserva¬ 
tism and cold bloodedness, but he had 
found no place that could give a man, 
such a cordial reception, hearty sup¬ 
port and real friendship as he had 
found here. You have given me the 
finest, heartiest support that could be 
given anywhere by any public service 
corporation and doubt If lu the United 
States there could he more genuine 
hearty friendship than here. 

Mr. Brush commented on the fact 
that, while other corporations were 
governed by executive committees, 
the policy of this Company had been 
a one-man power, and that President 
Richards had demanded the utmost 
responsibility from all his subordi¬ 
nates. This policy developed the In¬ 
dividual, while the other made men 
machines. It had also been the policy 
of the Company to fill all places with 
promotions from the ranks and Mr. 
Brush cited many instances of this 
nature. He said also that the title 
“Square Deal Brush,’ which had been 
mentioned In a recent editorial in the 


Newton Graphic had greatly pleased 
him and declared that It was absolute¬ 
ly necessary for a General Manager to 
treat his employees fairly. In order 
to achieve success. He Bald he had 
endeavored to give the employees of 
the Company the same treatment that 
he would like to receive himself, If 
he had been In their place, and hoped 
the men would feel that he had been 
sincere in all his relations with them. 
He was glad to note that so many of 
the men present had been with the 
Company Tor 5, 10 and 15 years, a 
fact that Bhoutd make all realize that 
there was a future for all who entered 
Its employ. 

He asked the men to remember that 
In a sense they were as much public 
officers as the elected representatives 
of cltleB and towns. We operate in 
the public highway, bo that the pub¬ 
lic baa a claim upon us, and at the 
same time we represent some 650 
stockholders, who are fairly entitled 
to a reasonable return upon their in¬ 
vestment. 

I want to thank you for the bully, i 
fine and cordial support you have giv¬ 
en me and to express my most sin¬ 
cere appreciation, as there 1 b no asset 
to a man, equal to the friendship of 
hlB subordinates. It will give me a 
lot of satisfaction to make the Com¬ 
pany to whom I go next month, run 
their cars according to the time 
which you give me. 

Mr. Brush announced that Mr. Rich¬ 
ards desired him to continue as a dl- 
rector’in the Companies and he would 
probably be in iNewton once a month 
and hoped to be able to do the men 
some good in that position. 

Mr. Brush announced that Mr. Carl 
A. Sylvester would be hts successor as 
General Manager, and spoke warmly 
of his associations with him, saying 
it was a compliment to himself that 
Mr. Richards had selected Mr. Syl¬ 
vester. He urged the men to give Mr. 
Sylvester the Bame support which they 
had given him, saying that he would 
play the game square with them and 
that it lay In the power of the men to 
make or break Mr. Sylvester as a suc¬ 
cess In the new position. 

Mr. Brush also announced that Mr. 
S. E. Walker would be appointed gen¬ 
eral superintendent of all the prop¬ 
erties on October 1st and that Mr. 
James W. Sullivan would be made 
superintendent of divisions 1, 2 and 4. 

Mr. Brush then presented Mr. Syl¬ 
vester with a gold watch as a per¬ 
sonal tribute. 

An original song entitled “Friend 
M. C." to the tune of "Good Bye Dolly 
Gray” was then sung by Mr. John Cot¬ 
ton and In response to vigorous ap¬ 
plause he gave another original song 
to the tune of “Gee, I wish I had a 
Girl.”

MARCUS MORTON 

A Newton Man Third of the Name to Become a

The rcqnest of the Charles Ward 
Post to use the third floor of the old 
Claflin school building for headquar¬ 
ters was referred to the committee 
on school houses. 

The engagement of the following 
teachers was approved: Earl Brown, 
manual training; Mabel E. Mears. 
sewing; Alice F. Sumner, Williams, 
Harold Foster, shop assistant. Tech¬ 
nical high, Margaret Tapley, special 
assistant: James Butler, Janitor Bow¬ 
en school; Charles D. Thomas, Jani¬ 
tor. Mann school; Edward D. Mull- 
ane. Janitor Bigelow school. Francis 
A. Dow was engaged as engineer, and 
Stephen D. Tuttle as janitor at the 
Technical high school. 

The superintendent was also author¬ 
ized to arrange with the High School 
Athletic Committee to employ an as¬ 
sistant to Dr. Brown, the physical di¬ 
rector. 

The resignation of Bessie M. Bent¬ 
ley of the Mann school was accepted. 

Miss Emma A. Allen was elected 
secretary of the committee In place of 
Mrs. Mary E. Sherwood, deceased. 

The superintendent was authorized 
to open the evening schools about 
November 1st. 

Propositions of the Boston 1915 
committee relative to Newton Day at 
their coming exposition and of the 
New England Food Fair, relative to 
furnishing free tickets to school chil¬ 
dren were accepted, under direction 
of the superintendent.

In a word, this is a spirited, whole-
